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SHARP SEASONAL FALL IN JANUARY RETAIL SALES 


ARGE-SCALE RETAILERS who supply information to the 

Board of ‘Trade cach month reported sharp declines in turnover 

in all the main sales categories in January. With falls of two- 
fifths in non-food goods and one-fifth in food, total sales were 
29 per cent. below December’s record level, and 8 per cent. below 
the average for the whole of 1949, Since December turnover has 
always been the highest for any month in the year, a fall in January 
is inevitable. In the extent of the fall, however, post-war sales 
differ from the pre-war pattern. Formerly January bargain sales 
played an important part and always attracted sufficient business 
to bring turnover up to about the average for the year, leaving a 
further big decline to take place in February. Since the war such 
bargain sales have had much less to offer, and figures have been low 
in both January and February, so much so that even the rising trend 
has not brought January sales up to the average for the preceding 
year. This year’s decline is therefore not to be interpreted as any- 
thing other than a seasonal fall ; with an increase of 11 per cent. 
over January 1949 there is no evidence that the trend is other than 
still upwards. 


Declines in Both Food and Non-Food Goods 


The fall in sales of non-food goods was the more severe, and the 
39 per cent. drop was 4 per cent. more than the fall after Christmas, 
1948. ‘Turnover of apparel and household goods fell rather less 
than the average for the whole group, and total sales in the remaining 
non-food categories, in all of which Christmas shopping plays a 
very important part, by rather more. The increase in total sales of 
non-food goods over January 1949 was 7 per cent., while the cumu- 
lative sales since February 1949 were 11 per cent. higher than the 
corresponding figure for the preceding trading year. 

Food sales fell by only 20 per cent. since Christmas, and were 
13 per cent. higher than in January last year, though almost all this 


¢ 


increase must be accounted for by price rises which took place during 
the year. In the monthly period to mid-January, as in the previous 
two months, the Ministry of Labour index of retail prices showed 
no notable change in either food or other categories, but over the 
year the food index rose by 11 per cent. 

~ Stocks of food and perishables were less than 1 per cent. higher in 
value than a year previously, probably indicating a decline in quantity. 
Apparel stocks were higher than a year before in all three categories, 
but were virtually the same in total value as in December, rises in 
footwear stocks compensating for the fall in the clothing figures. 


Low Apparel Sales 

Apparel sales in the first post-war January of completely 
unrestricted selling fell by 37 per cent. from the Christmas peak, 
but this big fall still left them 9 per cent. higher than in January 
1949. In men’s and boys’ wear, sales of which had risen sharply 
during the previous year and which experienced the biggest 
Christmas rise, there was a fall of 39 per cent. over the month, 
but the index was 14 per cent. higher than in the preceding January. 
This compared with an increase of 21 per cent. in the cumulative 
figures since February 1949 over the previous trading year. 'Turn- 
over in women’s and children’s wear, which did not receive so great 
a fillip from the removal of rationing, fell by slightly less since 
Christmas to 10 per cent. above a year earlier, Once again the 
increase in the monthly figures over a year ago was less than the 
rise shown by the cumulative trading year sales, suggesting—as was 
only to be expected—that the upward trend of clothing sales follow- 
ing the removal of rationing was not continuing at the high rate of 
1949, though giving no evidence, on the other hand, that the peak 
has yet been reached. 

Declines compared with December were of much the same order 
in the provincial areas, but in Central and West End London, where 
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the December index was lower than elsewhere, the fall was correspond- 
ingly smaller, while in Suburban London Christmas sales were very 
high and the seasonal fall much above the average. In all areas turnover 
was higher than in January 1949 but the rises were smaller than in the

previous twelve months’ averages, showing slackening in the increases 
throughout the country. 

Among the sub-categories of women’s wear the rises compared 
with the previous year and the index numbers show—although the 
separate details are not given by all firms in the sample—that women’s 
outerwear and girls’ and children’s wear bore the brunt of the reduced 
January shopping. In both, falls of a third brought the index numbers 
well below the 1949 average and sales of the former showed the smallest

movement for underwear was smaller and the January index equalled 
last year’s average. 

The dress materials figures again showed how more plentiful supplies 
and the removal of rationing encouraged sales in this category; the

Severe Drop in Chemists’ Sales 

For the sample of firms dealing in chemists’ wares, which in 
January was rather smaller than usual, sales dropped to less than half 
what they had been in December. The fall this year was more severe 
than any which had taken place in earlier post-war years, and reduced 
turnover to only 2 per cent. above a year earlier. This increase was 
much lower than in the cumulative figures over the previous 


trading year—9 per cent.—which has been maintained fairly steadily 
throughout 1949, and would appear to be due in part to January’s 
unseasonable weather

The fall in sales of food and perishables when compared with 
December was slightly less severe than a vear before, but followed the 
post-war seasonal pattern very closely. The increase over the previous 
January, also, was very little greater than the price rise shown by the 
retail prices index, giving turnover in the group as a whole an 
appearance of stability which is perhaps not altogether borne out by a 
closer examination of the sub-categories 

Among these, meat sales showed the biggest increase over January 
1949, the 37 per cent. rise being almost the same as has been shown 
in the four previous months and corresponding to the increased value 
of higher rations at higher prices. ‘The 18 per cent. increase in grocers’ 
sales was also due to increases in rations and rises in prices, while 
higher bakery sales were almost wholly the result of price increases. 

Mitk and sweets sales also both benefited from higher rations and, 
in the case of milk, the end of rationing, which came in the middle of 
the month. On the other hand, the three sub-categories which showed 
declines in several months last year when compared with the corres- 
ponding month in the previous year, namely, wines and _ spirits, 
fish and poultry, etc., and fruit, vegetables and flowers, all showed 
declines of about 5 per cent. from the January 1949 figures, which 
in turn had been lower in each case than twelve months before. 
Tobacconists sales showed an average seasonal decline and 
remained 4 per cent. above a year earlier, while turnover in cafés 
and restaurants was virtually unchanged. 

Notes 

(i) Definitions of the various categories were given on page 609 of 
the Board of Trade Journal for April 19, 1947. The method used in 
compiling the index numbers was described in the Board of Trade 
Journal for July 16, 1949. 

(ii) As the figures are derived from returns showing the values of 
goods sold during and stocks at the end of each month they are affected 
by price movements, including changes due to the incidence of

(iii) The figures relating to stocks are based on a smaller and less 
representative sample than sales figures. Stocks are valued at their 
cost to the retailer. 

(iv) Sales of food and perishables in January were 61 per cent. 
of total sales. 

(v) The period covered by January sales was the 4 weeks from 
January 1 to January 28. 

(vi) It will be seen that figures showing percentage movements in 
sales compared with January last year are now given to the nearest 
whole number. Previously the corresponding figures were expressed 
to the first decimal place. 

(vii) Some firms are able to give figures for the country as a whole 
but not for sales in the various areas. Consequently the movements 
in business reported by the sarmple for Great Britain may differ from 
the average of the movements in the areas even when due weight is 
given to the amount of business done in each area. 

(viii) It is known that footwear sales are overweighted in the 
sample compared with those of other goods and, in the absence of 
census data which would enable a more precise proportion to be 
calculated, total footwear figures are divided by two. As, however, 
some of the reporting firms only give a national total, the area figures 
are not so adjusted.

Commonwealth Wool Conference 


COMMONWEALTH review of the United Kingdom-Dominion 

Wool Disposals Ltd. (the Joint Organization) has been in progress 
at Church House, Westminster, London, since January 30, 1950. 
Delegations representing the Governments of the United Kingdom, 
Australia, New Zealand and the Union of South Africa have been 
taking part in the Conference 


The Joint Organization was set up by the Governments of the 
United Kingdom, Australia, New Zealand and the Union of South 
Africa on the recommendation of the Commonwealth Wool Confer- 
ence in 1945, to dispose of the large stock of wool which had accumu- 
lated in the hands of the United Kingdom Government during the 
war, in such a way as the orderly marketing of the stock 
alongside the new clips. ‘The original recommendation provided for 
a review of the operations of the Organization after five years and the 
present review has been in accordance with this provision.

Out of nearly 104 million bales of wool taken over by the Joint 
Organization in August 1945, all but 1,150,000 bales had been 
disposed of at December 31 last, and if the programme of offerings 
for the current season is fulfilled, stocks at the end of June 1950 will 
be down to about half a million bales. These stocks will not then 
be representative of the type distribution to be found in a normal clip, 
but it is expected that work of the Joint Organization in the disposal 
of the stocks will be completed almost in its entirety by June 1951. 


The Conference nsideration to the future marketing of 
wool, In particular, it has considered the practicability of modifying 
those sharp fluctuations in price of a short-term kind, not related to 
the general trend of commodity prices, to which wool has been subject 
in the past. No attempt has been made to devise any scheme aimed 
at ironing out long-term fluctuations or at trying to maintain wool 
prices out of line with the »vements of other commodities. 
Instead, consideration has been directed to whether a practicable and

desirable reserve price S¢ heme might be devised, whic h would operate 
when wool prices fall and which, in a period of low prices, would serve 
to moderate fluctuations through a price Corres- 
pondingly, wool bought-in during such a period would, when re-sold, 
operate to modify upward price movements.

Rise in Utility Cotton Cloth and 
Household Textiles Prices 


NCREASED manufacturers’ and distributors’ maximum prices for 

most Utility cotton cloths, household textiles and handkerchiefs are 
to come into operation this month. ‘The dates of operation are given 
in the 

‘These higher prices allow for increases in the prices of raw cotton 
up to January 5, 1950. (Similar price increases for cloth and house- 
hold textiles made from cotton waste were announced on January 11 
and for knitted goods on January 31.) The new prices are being 
issued now because some goods made from yarn spun from dearer 
cotton are already about to come on the market, although most cloth 
is still being made from cotton bought before devaluation

Film Selection Committee 


HE Film Selection Committee appointed under Section 5 (2) of the 

Cinematograph Films Act, 1948, has recommended to the Board

Statistics 


(THERE has been a growing demand in recent years for statistical 

data and, as a result, the collection and publication of statistics of 
every kind, both official and unofficial, have increased to meet the 
needs of the consumer. One difficulty of this abundance of sources of 
information is that many persons may be doubtful where best to turn 
for specific statistics and also be unaware of the limitations attaching 
to such figures and of any particular caution which must be observed 
in interpreting them. 


To meet this demand for a critical guide the Royal Statistical 
Society have undertaken the publication of a comprehensive series of 
papers on the economic and sociological statistics of the United 
Kingdom. Each paper will be written by an expert in the field con- 
cerned and will include an account of what information exists, how it 
is collected and what are the major pitfalls in its interpretation. The 
following papers have already been published :— 


** Statistics of the United Kingdom Shipping Industry,”’ by M. G. 
Kendall, formerly Statistician to the Chamber of Shipping of the 
United Kingdom ; ‘‘ Medical Statistics,’’ by the late Major Green- 
wood, Professor Emeritus of Epidemiology in the University of 
London ; ‘ Statistics of the United Kingdom Censuses of Production 
and Distribution,’’ by H. Leak, Statistical Adviser to the Board of 
Trade ; ‘‘ Statistics of the External Trade of the United Kingdom,”’ 
by A. Maizels, Principal, Board of ‘Trade ; ‘* Statistics of the United 
Kingdom Coal Mining Industry,”’ by R. F. George, Statistician to the 
National Coal Board. 


Others shortly to be published include Statistics of the Rubber 
Industry, by W. G. G. Kellett ; of the Brewing Industry, by L. 
McMullen ; of Cotton Textiles, by A. Wild ; and an article on the 
United Kingdom Labour Statistics, by R. B. Ainsworth. The 
complete series will, it is envisaged, contain some 30-40 studies. They 
are being published in the Journal of the Royal Statistical Society, 
Series A, but separate off-prints of each are obtainable (1s. post free, 
from the Assistant Secretary at the Society’s offices, 4 Portugal Street 
London, W.C.2).

Imports of Peanut Butter

amended the Nut Kernels Order, 1947, with effect from March 3, 
1950, so as to remove the restrictions on the sale of imported peanut 
butter in this country. 

Until now, the import and sale of peanut butter has been pro- 
hibited, except for limited quantities manufactured in Australia and 
imported under individual licence.

Growth of Air Mail Traffic 


STATISTICS for the financial year 1948-49 issued by the Post 
Office show that the total number of inland letters carried by air 
during 1948-49 was 69,400,000, an increase of almost 70 per cent. 
on 1947-48. ‘This increase was largely due to the growth of traffic 
on the air mail services to and from Ireland and to Scotland. 
Overseas civilian air traffic increased by 30 per cent., from 
99,000,000 items in 1947-48 to 129,000,000 items in 1948- 49. The 
principal reason for this increase was the introduction on July 1, 
1948 of an “‘all-up’’ service to the greater part of Europe. Under 


this system all first-class letters and postcards are sent by air without 
additional air fee, whenever delivery is expedited thereby. During 
the year the popular light-weight sixpenny Air Letter service was 
extended to the French overseas possessions, and was thus made 
available to all extra-European destinations. 


Trade in Horses for Slaughter and Export 


THE Committee under the Chairmanship of Lord Rosebery, which 
was appointed last April by the Minister of Agriculture and Fisheries 
and the Secretary of State for Scotland, to enquire into the trade in 
horses for export and slaughter, has presented its report. (Cmd. 7888 
H.M. Stationery Office, price 9d. net, by post 10d.) 

The main recommendations of the Committee may be summarized 
as follows 


So long as the export of horses is controlled by export licensing 
no licence should be issued for the export of a live horse to the 
Continent, unless there are satisfactory reasons for supposing that 
it will not be slaughtered. ‘The minimum values under which no 
horse is to be allowed to be exported under the Exportation of 
Horses Act, 1937, should be raised from £25 to £80 for heavy 
draught horses and from £20 to £75 for vanners. 

The slaughter of horses in this country for sale for human con- 
sumption should be allowed to continue. 

Control of the retail price of horse flesh should be removed. 

The breeding of horses for slaughter should not be encouraged. 


Renewal of Motor Vehicle Licences 


MOTOR vehicle licences for the first quarter of the year will expire on 
March 24 (not on March 31) and may be renewed on or after March 11. 
The Minister of Transport asks holders of licences to make early 
application for renewal.

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OVERSEAS TRADE SECTION 
Outlook in New Zealand for United Kingdom 


Manufacturers 


N THE course of his Report (written in July 1949) on Economic 

and Commercial Conditions in New Zealand*, Mr. R. Boulter, 

C.M.G., O.B.E., formerly the United Kingdom Senior Trade 
Commissioner in New Zealand, refers to the fact that at that time 
New Zealand was enjoying a period of prosperity, and states that 
ceferences to data which indicate expansion of production and trade, 
increase in national income, a high standard of living, and the absence 
of unemployment support this statement. 

During the immediate pre-war period conditions were not so 
favourable. Various factors, among which excessive expenditure 
on imports was the principal one, had led to the reduction of the 
funds held overseas to a dangerously low level. Steps were taken 
late in 1938 to readjust the situation by imposing control upon both 
exchange and imports. The outbreak of war was quickly followed 
by the conclusion of contracts with the United Kingdom under which 
the latter undertook to purchase all the available surplus of those 
commodities which constitute the major part of the country’s exports, 
viz., butter, cheese, meat and wool. These contracts gave New Zealand 
an assured market, at prices agreed between the two parties as reason- 
able, for all she could produce 


Outlook for U.K. Manufacturers 


When one looks at the future from the viewpoint of the United 
Kingdom manufacturer, it seems clear that, while New Zealand intends 
to spend as much as she can afford on imports, the nature of the goods 
which she imports will be determined by the degree of dependence 
upon overseas sources of supply for many articles of an essential 
nature. Prominent among these are materials and machinery for the 
secondary industries, implements and supplies for the farmers, 


builders’ and contractors’ requirements, and plant and equipment 
for railway electrification and the development of hydro-electric 
power and forest resources. 

Road transport will provide a continuing market for vehicles of 


Various kinds, cars, trucks, omnibuses and trolley buses. But the 
market for luxury articles, clothing and footwear, tobacco and cigar- 
ettes, household appliances, toilet and pharmaceutical goods, sports 
and travel goods, and so on over a fairly wide list of commodities, 
which were regularly imported before New Zealand’s industrial 
revolution, will inevitably decline. Similar changes have taken 
place in other markets, and there is little doubt that in this as in other 
cases United Kingdom industry will successfully carry out the 
Mecessary adaptation of its products. Provided the prices for her 
export commodities continue to be favourable, there is good reason 
to expect that the value of New Zealand’s import trade can be main- 
tained, and possibly increased 


Market Characteristics 


At the present time a combination of circumstances provides 
United Kingdom manufacturers and exporters with exceptional 
opportunities to expand their trade with New Zealand 

Export trade is buoyant, the country is enjoying a period of pros- 
perity, favourable climatic conditions provide the prospect of another 
season of good production, the population is fully employed 
conditions should enable New Zealand to continue 
imports on the high levels established in recent years 

Popular sentiment favours trade with the United Kingdom. The 
bonds of kinship and common tradition have, states the writer, 
been strengthened by the close association of the two countries in 
war, by sympathy with the United Kingdom in the difficulties which 
beset her, and by appreciation of the efforts she is making to recover 
her economic independence. ‘The importance of buying from one’ 
best customer is recognized. Business, however, cannot thrive on a 
diet of sentiment alone Other well as the United

Kingdom offer valuable outlets for part of New Zealand's exports 
and they are not backward in pressing their claims for reciprocal trade. 

The market is not a free one, import licences being necessary before 
goods can be admitted. Goods similar to those which are being made 
in New Zealand in quantities necessary to meet requirements and 
which are reasonable in quality and price are not likely to be admitted 
except in token quantities. The administration of import control, 
however, encourages the importation of goods from the United 
Kingdom in preference to other countries. 

The market is a highly competitive one. It is, however, a very 
honest one and the need does not arise to load prices for the purpose 
of building up heavy reserves to meet the risk of bad debts. Foreign 
manufacturers are taking a very keen interest in the valuable contracts 
which are offered for Government requirements in particular, and are 
quoting prices which United Kingdom manufacturers have difficulty 
in meeting. 

For goods of a capital nature a high standard of workmanship and 
performance is demanded. 


Demand for Consumer Goods 


The quality of consumer goods in general demand is “ the better 
end of medium.’’ Goods of the highest quality have never been in 
general request, and the licensing system permits of only very limited 
imports of anything of a luxury standard. 

In another way the operation of the system tends to lower the 
general standard of quality of imported goods. Importers have only 
limited licence allocations at their disposal. They try to spread the 
money available over as large a volume of goods as possible. Price 
control works to the same effect in some cases ; for example, if a 
ceiling price is fixed for a certain garment the amount the manufacturer 
can afford to spend on materials is limited by the proportion of manu- 
facturing costs required to pay for labour and overheads, and to 
provide a profit. ‘This often necessitates the choice of cheap materials. 
Importers have to find suitable materials priced within the limits set 
by manufacturers. 

The market needs careful watching. In 1946 and 1947 money 
was plentiful and was being spent freely. Scarcity in many lines 
assured quick disposal of such goods as arrived, without too much 
regard for quality or price. By 1948 a change had taken place. 
Money, though still plentiful, was not being spent so freely. The 
alleviation of acute shortages allowed buyers to exercise more dis- 
crimination. Surpluses were apparent in certain lines, and goods 
which were not exactly what buyers wanted were proving difficult 
to dispose of. ‘Traders found that they were no longer in the position 
of rationing stocks among eager customers ; the time had arrived 
when effort was again required to effect sales. 

Similar conditions continued to prevail in 1949. Standard wage 
rates have been raised, but less overtime is being worked. Retailers 
report that their turnover is well maintained, though it does not 
increase at the same pace as their overheads. The public has money to 
spend, but is, to use a colloquial term, more ‘‘ choosey.’’ Customers 
scrutinize prices closely. There are still shortages in certain lines, 
but they are not widespread. 

The chapters devoted to ‘‘ Methods of Business’’ are well worth 
the attention of United Kingdom manufacturers and exporters 


Industrial Production 


At the termination of hostilities primary productive capacity had 
been little impaired. Manufacturing industry had greatly expanded 
its capacity, both in volume and variety. Practically no munition 
factories of a specialized type, unsuited to other than war purposes, 
had been established. Supplies of many goods were scarce, but by 
comparison with other countries this scarcity was not marked. 

During the period which has intervened since 1945, the adjustment 
rendered necessary by the restoration of peace has on the whole been 
satisfactorily achieved. Under the influence of favourable seasons 
the production of butter and cheese has recovered to pre-war levels, 
while that of meat and wool has increased. Factory production is 
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far greater than it was before the war. The more serious gaps in 
supplies of a general nature have been filled. The rise in prices 
of export commodities has brought the value of export trade to 144 per 
cent. above pre-war figures. New contracts with the United Kingdom, 
together with the system of guaranteed prices, give the farmers for a 
number of years to come a market for a great part of their produce at 
prices stabilized within fairly narrow limits. It is, however, necessary 
to point out that the increase in volume of exports has not kept pace 
with the rise in value. By comparison with the average for the three 
years 1936-38, the volume of exports was only 23 per cent. higher in 
1948. Part of this increase, moreover, was due to shipments of 
accumulations of wool, supplemented by rationing of the domestic 
consumption of butter. Nor is there any prospect of any spectacular 
upward movement in production. 


Primary Production 


Even a superficial study of the trade statistics reveals the extent to 
which the whole economy of New Zealand is still dependent upon 
primary production. Almost all export commodities are derived from 
the soil. Revenue from exports goes ultimately to the farmers, after 
some deduction for the cost of the operations performed by such 
intermediaries as butter and cheese factories, freezing works, etc., 
and the subtraction of the difference between the actual proceeds of 
exports and the guaranteed prices which the farmers receive. From 
the farmers the money eventually percolates through other classes 
of the community in the form of wages, rents, payment for supplies 
and, let it not be forgotten, taxation. ‘Thus prosperity among the 
farmers promotes similar conditions throughout the whole country. 

The importance of primary production has been stressed, says 
the writer, because it may easily be overlooked in the face of the very 
great expansion which has taken place in the secondary industries. 
These now employ a very much larger proportion of the labour 
force than in pre-war years and they supply a considerable proportion 
of the articl:s in everyday use. They were originally encouraged 
by the Government in order to implement policies aiming at a better 
balanced ¢conomy, utilizing natural resources and ensuring employ- 
ment for 1o0se who could not at that time be absorbed on the land by 
reason of the limitations of the markets in which primary products 
could find outlets. The last objective has been more than fully 
achieved as there is now an acute shortage of labour throughout the 
country for which the growth of secondary industries is largely 
responsible. 

The expanded manufacturing industries have not, to any appre- 
ciable extent, provided new products for export. They cater almost 
exclusively for the home market. The important export staples are 
the same as they were before the war. The new industries have, 
however, brought about substantial changes in the nature of the 
goods imported. Nearly all the materials required by the factories 
must be obtained from overseas; New Zealand has little mineral wealth, 
apart from coal, and is deficient in resources of raw materials,with 
the exception of wool and the materials latent in the soft wood forests. 
Consequently, larger sums have to be devoted to the purchase of 
materials and machinery ; many finished goods which were formerly 
imported are now excluded and their place is taken by products of 
local manufacture. 

In normal times export prices are determined in overseas markets 
and are beyond the control of New Zealand. This makes the country 
vulnerable in the event of any widespread price recession. It was to 
guard against this danger that the guaranteed system 
introduced. Its successful operation over a number of years has 
built up substantial reserves which, though held by the Government, 
are recognized as belonging to the farmers and are intended to be 
used to cushion the adverse effects of any fall in prices overseas. 


Balance of Trade 


For some years up to 1945 the annual records of overseas receipts 
and payments showed a balance in favour of New Zealand. In 1946 
the payment of £22:7 million to the United Kingdom Government 
under the Memorandum of Security resulted in an excess of payments 
of £6°6 million. In 1947 this adverse balance had risen to £26 
million. The dollar crisis during the latter part of that year, and the 
desire to accord with the wish of the United Kingdom Government 
that New Zealand should keep her expenditure overseas within the 
limit of the revenue drawn from overseas sources and thus avoid 
drawing down her sterling balances, led to a tightening of the control 
over expenditure overseas, more especially in hard currencies. These 
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Austrian Capital Levy and Levy 
on Capital Increment 


EGOTIATIONS have recently been successfully concluded 

between H.M. Government and the Austrian authorities whereby 
United Kingdom nationals are exempted from certain liabilities under 
the Austrian Capital Levy Legislation. 

Under the Austrian laws No. 165 (Levy on Capital Increment Law) 
and No. 166 (Capital Levy Law), both of which were promulgated 
in the Austrian Federal Gazette on August 28, 1948, natural persons 
who on January 1, 1948, had their normal residence or domicile out- 
side Austria were made liable under these levies, but only in respect 
of two distinct categories of property and property rights held by them 
in Austria. 


(a) Properties which are subject to the normal and recurring 
Austrian Property Tax and which include real estate and 
business property situated in Austria and mortgages secured 
on Austrian real estate ; 

(b) Legal tender and securities (stocks, shares, bonds, mortgage 
bonds, etc.), which are physically held in Austria, credit 
balances with Austrian Credit Institutes and outstanding 
claims against Austrian debtors. 


The same restricted liability applies to juridical persons (owning any 
of the aforementioned types of property in Austria), who are neither 
incorporated in Austria nor maintain there their principal place of 
business. 


A decree giving effect to the arrangement concluded between 
H.M. Government and the Austrian authorities has been published 
by the Austrian Ministry of Finance in the Official Gazette of the 
Finance administration (Amtsblatt der Oecsterreichischen Finanzver- 
waltung). In accordance with this decree, natural persons, who on 
January 1, 1948, had their normal residence or domicile in the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern Ireland or in any of the terri- 
tories for whose international relations the Government of the United 
Kingdom is responsible (British Overseas Territories), and juridical 
persons incorporated on or before January 1, 1948, under the laws in 
force in the United Kingdom or any of these territories, or which on 
that date had their principal place of business in the United Kingdom 
or any of these territories, will be exempt from their liability to the 
levies in respect of the types of property described under (b). They 
will, however, remain liable to the properties referred to under (a).

Simplification of products and 
product lines is an important means in reducing not only production 
costs, but also distribution costs.

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External Seaborne Trade of India, April—September 1949 


HE sstatistics of external seaborne trade summarized in the 

following tables relate to divided India, subject to the minor 

qualifications that figures for the seaborne trade of Kutch are 
included with effect only from June 1, 1948, and for the seaborne 
trade of Travancore, Saurashtra and Baroda only from April 1, 1949. 
They have been forwarded by the United Kingdom Senior Com- 
missioner in India in New Delhi. They include the seaborne trade 
of India with Pakistan. 

The figures include Government stores throughout. 


Figures for foodgrains imports are not published in full in Indian 
official returns. The reason for this is that certain shipments (to 
the extent, during the period under review, of nearly 35 per cent. of 
total foodgrains imports) are specially cleared at ports and are not 
recorded in customs returns. The overall value of foodgrains imports 
has, however, been separately ascertained in respect of both periods 
under review and is included in the tables. Tables I and III therefore 
take account for both periods of all foodgrains imports. 


It has not been possible to obtain full figures of foodgrains imports 
according to individual countries of origin for either period and 
such imports are, therefore, only partly accounted for in Table V. 

For the purposes of conversion, a rate of exchange of Rs. 1= 1s. 6d. 
has been taken and the conversions are accordingly only approximate.

The high rate of imports for the period under review (36 per cent. 
higher than in the corresponding period of last year) continues to 
reflect the effects of a liberal import licensing policy which was replaced 
in May 1949 by a policy of severe restriction. The considerable 
decline in exports (10 per cent. less than in the corresponding period 
of last year) is very largely attributable to a fall in the rate of export 
of jute and jute manufactures, raw cotton and cotton textiles for 
reasons noted in the following paragraph. 


Exports and Imports 


The largest items, accounting together for about 87 per cent. of

(£90 million) in 1948. 


The considerable decline in the export of raw jute reflects a shortage 
of internal supplies which has been cumulative since India’s loss of 
the jute-growing areas now included in Pakistan. The decline in 
the export of raw cotton is for a similar reason. The decline in the 
export of manufactured jute reflects as much a contraction of the market 
as it does reduced internal supplies of raw jute. A decline in offtake 
from Pakistan was a major factor influencing the overall decline 
in the export of cotton yarns and manufactures. The increase in the 
rate of export of spices is particularly noteworthy. The considerable 
increase in the export of metallic ores and scrap is mainly attributable 
to heavier movement of manganese ore resulting from the improve- 
ment of the internal transport situation. 


Imports (including imports of foodgrains on Government account) 
amounted to Rs. 349 crores (£262 million) as against Rs. 256 crores 
(£192 million) in the same period of 1948. Food, drink and tobacco 
accounted for Rs. 88 crores (£66 million) compared with Rs. 70 crores 
(£53 million) in 1948. Raw materials and produce and articles mainly 
unmanufactured for Rs. 81 crores (£61 million) as against Rs. 57 
crores ({43 million) in the same period of 1948 and articles wholly 
and mainly manufactured for Rs. 177 crores (£133 million) as 
against Rs. 128 crores (£96 million) in the same period of 1948.

Sources of Imports 


Foodgrains imports amounted to Rs. 26 crores (£20 million) in the 
first six months of 1949/50 as against Rs. 23 crores (£17 million) 
worth imported in the corresponding period of 1948/49. These 
are excluded from this portion of the review since full details of the 
countries of origin are unknown. 

Of imports amounting to Rs. 323 crores (£243 million), British 
countries supplied Rs. 148 crores (£111 million), or 46 per cent., as 
against 48 per cent. in the same period of 1948.

The considerable increase in imports from the United Kingdom 
reflects heavy ordering of less essential goods during the period of 
liberal licensing policy referred to above and improved delivery of 
machinery and other capital goods against long-standing orders. 
This tendency is nevertheless already being modified by the intro- 
duction of a heavily restrictive policy in May 1949. The reduction 
in imports the United States similarly reflects a more 
restrictive import licensing policy in respect of dollar sources of 
supply. ‘The considerable increase in the case of Japan indicates 
the re-entry of Japan into the Indian market. The increase in the 
case of Egypt is in a large measure due to the import of raw cotton 
The increasing share of Iran in India’s import trade (Iran is now 
India’s fifth largest supplier but was only her seventh largest supplier 
in the corresponding period of last year) is worth notice.

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Economic Survey of Latin America 


HE first comprehensive review of the economic situation in 

Latin America to be issued by the Secretariat of the Economic 
Commission for Latin America is now available. Entitled Economic 
Survey of Latin America, 1948, it can be obtained, price 15s. (by post 
15s. 6d.), from H.M. Stationery Office, P.O. Box 569, London, S.E.1. 

The Survey provides extensive statistical and other data for 
appraising the region’s most urgent economic problems and needs. 
It is in two parts. The first one, ‘‘ Trends in Production,”’ presents 
the salient features of industrial and agricultural development. 
The second—* Other Economic Aspects,’’ discusses the way in which 
this development affects other aspects of the economy—especially 
foreign trade, balance of payments, and the inflationary process. It 
contains more than one hundred tables, and numerous charts and 
appendices. 

The rhythm of Latin-American economic development, the 
Survey states, depended since the middle of the last century, toa very 
great extent upon the stimulus of foreign trade and foreign investment. 
Both of these factors were considerably weakened by the great 
depression, and it was then that the Latin-American countries began 
to turn definitely towards industrialization. 


The Survey points out that this industrialization has taken place 
without in any way prejudicing agriculture or primary production in 
general. Agriculture has continued to develop, but the rate of 
industrial growth has surpassed it and has contributed more directly 
to the improved standard of living. ‘Technical progress makes it 
possible to increase primary production without a_ corresponding 
increase in employment, and therefore provides one of the main sources 
of manpower for industry. 


Due to the prevailing economic structure of Latin America, indus- 
trial development requires large imports of capital goods, and it is the 
outstanding role of exports to provide, ultimately, the principal means 
of acquiring these goods. Yet, in 1947, the volume of Latin American 
exports was only 16 per cent. more than ten years earlier, while 
population in the same period increased by 23 percent. Furthermore, 
the present relation between the prices of primary products exported 
by Latin America, and those of the finished goods imported does not 
appear to have improved in comparison with the 1930's. 


Trade Agreement Between Norway 
and Austria 


PROTOCOL to the trade agreement between Norway and Austria, 

dated November 27, 1948, was signed in Vienna on January 19, 
1950. ‘The protocol relates to the exchange of goods between Norway 
and Austria from the date of ratification to the end of 1950, quotas 
being established for certain goods not included in the liberalization 
measures adopted by the two countries as members of the Organization 
for European Economic Co-operation. 

Within these quotas, Norwegian exports to Austria are to include 
tinned fish, cod liver oil, margarine, vitamin concentrates and ferro- 
alloys. Austria’s exports to Norway are to include hydrogen peroxide, 
hemp yarns, woollen, cotton and artificial silk cloth, glass bottles, iron 
and steel goods, electrical machinery and apparatus, wood veneers, 
caustic and sintered magnesite and magnesite bricks.
